By-Laws 

OF 

THE  SEVENTH  REGIMENT  VETERAN  CLUB. 


ARTICLE  I. 

This  organization  shall  be  called  “The 
Seventh  Regiment  Veteran  Club.” 

ARTICLE  II. 

Object . 

This  Club  is  incorporated  for  Social,  Mutu¬ 
al  Benefit,  Patriotic  and  Literary  purposes. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Government. 

Sec.  i.  The  government  and  management 
of  the  Club  is,  by  its  charter,  confided  to  a 
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Committee  of  twenty  Trustee  Directors,  to 
be  known  as  the  Governing  Committee. 

Sec.  2.  The  Governing  Committee  is  di¬ 
vided  into  four  equal  classes,  and  the  term 
of  office  of  the  oldest  class  shall  expire  on 
the  fourth  Monday  of  each  February,  or 
when  their  successors  are  elected. 

Sec.  3.  Members  to  replace  the  outgoing 
class  shall  be  selected  by  the  Club  at  the 
annual  meeting. 

Sec.  4.  The  Governing  Committee  shall 
have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  which  may 
occur  in  the  four  classes  for  the  unexpired 
term  of  such  vacancy. 

Sec.  5.  A  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast 
shall  be  necessary  to  the  election  of  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Governing-  Committee,  and  a  two- 
thirds  vote  of  the  Governing  Committee 
present  shall  be  necessary  to  fill  vacancies  in 
the  Board. 

Sec.  6.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  for 
election  to  the  Governing  Committee  unless 
he  has,  or  is  entitled  to,  an  honorable  dis- 
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charge  from  the  Seventh  Regiment,  and 
unless  his  name  shall  have  been  posted  as  a 
candidate  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  the 
Club  House  for  at  least  ten  days  before  the 
election. 

Sec.  7.  Any  member  of  the  Governing 
Committee  who  shall  absent  himself  from 
three  consecutive  meetings,  unless  he  shall 
have  previously  obtained  permission  so  to 
do  from  the  Committee,  or  shall  present  at 
the  next  regular  meeting  an  excuse  for  his 
absence  satisfactory  to  the  Committee  pres¬ 
ent,  shall  cease  to  be  a  member  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee. 


ARTICLE  IV. 

Powers  of  the  Governing  Committee. 

Sec  i.  The  Governing  Committee  is  au¬ 
thorized  to  elect  annually  from  its  own  body 
a  President,  Vice-President,  Secretary  and 
Treasurer  of  the  Club,  who  shall  hold  office 
until  the  fourth  Monday  of  the  succeeding 
February  and  until  their  successors  are 
elected. 
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Sec.  2.  To  appoint  a  House  Committee  of 
five  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  subject  to  the 
direction  and  control  of  the  Governing  Com¬ 
mittee,  to  direct  and  manage  the  affairs  of 
the  Club,  and  to  receive  and  act  upon  com¬ 
plaints  and  suggestions  of  members,  report¬ 
ing  monthly  to  the  Governing  Committee. 

Sec.  3.  To  admit  members  and  to  expel 
or  suspend  them  by  ballot,  one  adverse  bal¬ 
lot  in  five  excluding,  and  a  two-thirds  vote 
of  the  Governing  Committee  expelling  or 
suspending.  Its  decision  shall  be  final,  ex¬ 
cept  as  herein  otherwise  provided. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  prescribe  rules  for  the 
admission  of  strangers. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  make  rules  for  the  use  of 
the  Club  by  the  members,  and  for  their  con¬ 
duct  in  the  Club  House. 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  fix  penalties  for  violation 
of  the  rules,  and  to  enforce  the  same. 

Sec.  7.  It  can  remit  penalties  for  offences 
against  the  rules,  and  for  accidental  violation 
of  the  By-Laws. 
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Sec.  8.  It  can  put  an  end  to  membership 
for  any  conduct  of  a  member,  not  in  violation 
of  the  By-Laws  or  the  Rules,  but  improper 
and  prejudicial  to  the  Club. 

Sec.  9.  It  can  call  special  meetings  of  the 
Club  to  consider  specific  subjects. 

Sec.  10.  It  shall  make  rules  for  its  own 
government,  and  to  fix  and  enforce  penalties 
for  the  violation  of  the  same. 

Sec.  11.  It  shall  adopt  a  corporate  seal. 

Sec.  12.  It  shall  meet  once  a  month,  ex¬ 
cept  during  the  months  of  July  and  August. 
Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  order  of 
the  President  or  of  the  House  Committee. 
A  majority  of  its  members  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  of  the  Governing  Committee.

10.  Election  of  Members. 

11.  Miscellaneous  Business. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Suspension  of  Membership  or  Expulsion. 

Sec.  1.  The  Governing  Committee  may,  by 
a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  whole  Board,  suspend 
or  expel  a  member  for  conduct  which  it  shall 
consider  detrimental  or  dangerous  to  the  wel¬ 
fare,  interest  or  character  of  the  Club. 

Sec.  2.  On  the.  proposed  suspension  or 
expulsion  of  a  member,  not  less  than  three 
days’  notice  in  writing,  setting  forth  the 
charge  or  charges  against  the  member  in 
question,  and  notifying  such  member  to  ap¬ 
pear  before  them  for  a  hearing,  shall  be 
served  upon  him.  Such  hearing  shall  be  in 
the  presence  of  two-thirds  of  the  whole 
Board,  before  a  final  vote -shall  be  taken. 
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Sec.  3  At  any  time  within  thirty  days 
after  such  vote  of  the  Board  of  Governors 
for  suspension  or  expulsion,  on  request  in 
writing  addressed  to  the  President  and  signed 
by  not  less  than  twenty-five  members,  he 
shall  call  a  meeting  of  the  Club,  upon  a 
notice  of  at  least  ten  days,  stating  the  object 
thereof,  at  which  meeting  an  appeal  may  be 
taken  from  the  decision  of  the  Board,  and  if 
such  decision  is  not  sustained  by  a  majority 
vote  then  had,  the  decision  of  the  Board 
shall  be  null  and  void,  and  the  membership 
in  question  shall  remain  intact. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Membership. 

Sec  i  No  Person  shall  be  eligible  to 
membership  of  the  Club  unless  he  shall  have 
attained  the  age  of  twenty-one  years 

Sec  2  Candidates  for  membership  must 
be  proposed  and  seconded  by  two  members 
in  their  own  handwriting,  upon  the  pre¬ 
scribed  form  of  application,  and  their  names 
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posted  on  the  bulletin  board  of  the  Club  for 
at  least  ten  days  previous  to  a  meeting  of 
the  Governing  Committee. 

Sec.  3.  Membership  shall  be  classified  as 
follows  : 

Members, 

Life  Members, 

Associate  Members, 

Honorary  Members, 

Non-resident  Members. 

Members.  Shall  be  composed  of  ex-mem¬ 
bers  and  members  of  the  Seventh  Regiment, 
N.  G.  N.  Y. 

Life  Members.  Any  Me?nber  in  good  stand¬ 
ing,  upon  application  to  the  Governing 
Committee  and  the  payment  of  five  hundred 
dollars  ($500),  will  be  transferred  to  Life 
Membership.  Such  member  will  be  entitled 
to  all  the  privileges  of  the  Club  and  be 
exempt  from  the  payment  of  the  semi-annual 
dues.  The  number  shall  not  exceed  fifty 
(50),  and  the  proceeds  of  such  membership 
shall  be  applied  to  the  payment  and  can- 
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cellation  of  the  bonds  of  the  Club  in  such 
manner  as  the  Governors  may  designate. 
One-half  of  each  life  fee  may  be  paid  in 
bonds  of  the  Club  at  par. 

Associate  Afetnbers.  Officers  and  ex-officers 
of  the  Army,  Navy  and  Marine  Corps  of  the 
United  States,  ex-officers  and  ex-non-commis¬ 
sioned  officers  of  the  Volunteer  Service,  and 
officers  and  ex-officers  of  the  National  Guard 
of  the  several  States  of  the  United  States 
may  become  Associate  Members. 

Honorary  Members.  The  President  of  the 
United  States,  the  General-in-Chief  of  the 
Army,  the  General  commanding  the  Division 
of  the  Atlantic,  the  senior  Flag  Officer  of  the 
Navy  on  the  active  list,  the  Officer  com¬ 
manding  the  New  York  Navy  Yard,  the 
Governor  of  the  State,  the  Adjutant-General 
of  the  State,  and  the  Generals  commanding 
the  First  and  Second  Brigades  of  the 
N.  G.  N.  Y.  shall  be  ex-officio  Honorary 
Members  of  the  Club,  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Secretary  to  notify  them  of  this 
provision  of  the  By-Laws. 
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Non-resident  Members.  Members  residing 
permanently  fifty  miles  or  more  from  the 
City  of  New  York  may,  during  such  resi¬ 
dence,  have  their  annual  dues  commuted  to 
the  sum  of  twenty  dollars  ($20.00),  payable 
in  advance,  on  January  1st  of  each  year. 
Such  Non-resident  Members  shall  not  hold 
office,  or  vote,  or  take  any  part  in  the  pro¬ 
ceedings  aTany  meeting  of  the  Club,  unless 
paying  full  dues. 

Sec.  4.  Only  Members  and  Life  Members 
shall  hold  office  in  the  Club,  in  accordance 
with  Article  III.,  Section  6,  be  counted  in  the 
number  necessary  for  a  quorum  at  a  meeting 
thereof,  or  vote,  or  take  part  in  the  proceed¬ 
ings  at  any  meeting  of  the  Club. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Entrance  Fee  and  Yearly  Dues. 

Sec.  1.  The  entrance  fee  shall  be  fifty 
dollars  ($50  00),  but  when  the  membership 
of  the  Club  shall  have  reached  the  number  of 
one  thousand,  the  entrance  fee  shall  be  one 
hundred  dollars  (Iioo.oq).  Ex-members  and 
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members  of  the  Seventh  Regiment,  N.G.N.Y., 
elected  on  or  before  June  25,  1894,  shall  pay- 
no  entrance  fee. 

Sec.  2.  The  semi-annual  dues  shall  be 
twenty  dollars  ($20.00),  payable  in  advance, 
on  the  first  day  of  January  and  the  first  day 
of  July,  to  take  effect  with  payment  due  on 
July  1,  1894,  until  which  date  they  shall  be 
$17.50. 

Sec.  3.  Associate  Members.  Officers  of 
the  Army,  Navy  and  Marine  Corps  of  the 
United  States  shall  be  exempt  from  the 
semi-annual  dues,  but  shall  pay  the  entrance 
fee.  All  other  Associate  Members  shall  pay 
the  entrance  fee  and  the  semi-annual  dues. 

Sec.  4.  Every  member-elect  shall,  within 
thirty  days  after  notice  of  his  election,  pay 
the  prescribed  entrance  fee  and  dues,  or  his 
election  shall  be  void. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Penalties , 

Sec,  1,  Any  member  who  shall  fail  to 
pay  an  amount  due  the  Club  exceeding 
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twenty-five  dollars  ($25.00)  —  (except  the 
yearly  dues)  —  for  two  weeks  after  notice 
of  the  indebtedness  and  a  request  to  pay 
the  same  shall,  upon  the  facts  being  pre¬ 
sented  to  the  Governing  Committee,  cease 
to  be  a  member,  subject  to  the  provision  of 
Article  IV.,  Section  7. 

Sec.  2  An y  member  who  shall  fail  to  pay 
the  semi-annual  dues  for  sixty  days  after  the 
first  day  of  January  and  first  day  of  July 
shall  cease  to  be  a  member,  subject  to  the 
provision  of  Article  IV.,  Section  7. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

Notices. 

Sec.  1.  Notices  shall  be  sent  to  the  mem¬ 
ber’s  address  left  with  the  Secretary.  If  a 
member  omits  to  leave  his  address,  it  shall 
be  sufficient  if  notices  directed  to  him  be  de¬ 
posited  in  the  usual  letter-box  of  the  Club. 

ARTICLE  X. 

Amendments  and  Alterations. 

Sec.  1.  Amendments  tp  the  By-Laws  may 
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be  made  at  any  meeting  of  the  Club,  annual 
or  special,  by  a  two-thirds  vote.  Alterations 
of  any  rule  of  the  Governing  Committee  by 
a  majority  vote. 

Sec.  2.  Notices  of  proposed  amendments 
to  the  By-Laws  or  alteration  of  the  Rules 
shall  be  furnished  to  the  Secretary  at  least 
fifteen  days  before  the  meeting  at  which  it  is 
proposed  to  consider  them,  and  the  Secre¬ 
tary  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  printed  and 
distributed  to  members  seven  days  before 
the  meeting. 


ARTICLE  XI. 

Meetings  of  the  Club. 

Sec.  i.  There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting 
of  the  Club  on  the  fourth  Monday  of  Janu¬ 
ary  in  each  year,  at  such  hour  as  the  Gov¬ 
erning  Committee  may  designate.  If  no 
quorum  be  present,  the  Presiding  Officer 
shall  adjourn  the  meeting  to  any  other  day, 
with  the  same  effect  as  if  held  that  day. 

Sec.  2.  Upon  the  written  request  of 
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twenty-five  members,  the  Governing  Com¬ 
mittee  shall  call  a  special  meeting  to  consider 
specific  subjects. 

Sec.  3.  Thirty  members  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  at  any  meeting  of  the  Club. 

Sec.  4.  The  report  of  the  Governing  Com¬ 
mittee  upon  the  condition  of  the  Club,  with 
estimates  for  the  current  year,  shall  be 
printed  and  distributed  to  members  seven 
days  before  the  annual  meeting. 

Sec.  5.  At  any  meeting,  after  the  business 
before  it  shall  have  been  disposed  of,  dis¬ 
cussion  upon  the  interests  of  the  Club  shall 
be  in  order. 


ARTICLE  XII. 

Election  of  Members  of  the  Governing  Committee. 

Sec.  1.  The  election  to  membership  in  the 
Governing  Committee  shall  be  held  by  bal¬ 
lot  at  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Club,  or 
at  the  first  special  meeting  following  the 
annual  meeting.  Immediately  after  organi¬ 
zation  the  Presiding  Officer  shall  appoint 
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four  Inspectors  of  Election,  who  shall  re¬ 
ceive  and  canvass  the  ballots,  and  certify  the 
results  to  the  Secretary.  The  polls  shall 
remain  open  two  hours. 

Sec.  2.  In  case  the  certificate  of  the  In¬ 
spectors  shows  that  all  vacancies  in  the 
Governing  Committee  have  not  been  filled 
at  the  election,  the  meeting  shall  adjourn 
for  two  weeks,  at  which  adjourned  meeting 
the  election  to  fill  those  vacancies  shall  pro¬ 
ceed  as  hereinbefore  provided. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

Duty  of  Officers. 

Sec.  i.  The  President,  and  in  his  absence 
the  Vice-President,  shall  preside  at  all  meet¬ 
ings  of  the  Club  and  of  the  Governing  Com¬ 
mittee. 

Sec.  2.  jn  event  of  their  absence,  a 
meeting  of  the  Club,  or  of  the  Governing 
Committee,  may  elect  its  Presiding  Officer. 

Sec.  3.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  the  ac¬ 
counts  and  report  thereon  monthly. 
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Sec.  4.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  the  rec¬ 
ords  of  the  Club.

Sec.  2.  The  Rules  and  Orders  of  Cush¬ 
ing’s  Manual  shall  govern  the  meetings  of 
the  Club  so  far  as  they  are  applicable  and 
not  inconsistent  with  the  Rules  of  the  Club. 


Rules  of  the  Club. 


Elections  by  the  Committee. 

Sec.  i.  A  second  ballot  upon  the  election 
of  a  proposed  member  shall  be  taken  at  any 
time  before  the  adjournment  of  the  meeting 
upon  the  motion  of  a  single  member  of  the 
Committee,  but  after  the  meeting  a  rejected 
candidate  shall  not,  within  six  months,  be 
again  balloted  for. 

Sec.  2.  No  member  of  the  Committee 
shall  propose  or  second  a  candidate  for  mem¬ 
bership  of  the  Club. 

Sec.  3.  Candidates  whose  names  shall 
have  been  laid  over  at  two  successive  meet¬ 
ings  shall  not  be  balloted  for  until  after  the 
names  succeeding  theirs  on  the  list  shall 
have  been  elected  or  rejected. 


Meetings  of  the  Co)?imittee. 

The  Governing  Committee  shall  meet  on 
the  fourth  Monday  of  the  month  desig¬ 
nated  by  the  By-Laws  at  eight-thirty  o’clock 
p.m.  The  proceedings  of  the  meetings  of  the 
Governing  Committee  shall  be  held  to  be 
strictly  private. 

Nominating  Committee. 

At  the  December  meeting  of  the  Govern¬ 
ing  Committee  a  Nominating  Committee  of 
five  (5)  shall  be  appointed,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  nominate  and  post,  before  the 
tenth  of  January,  five  (5)  names  of  candi¬ 
dates  for  Governors,  to  replace  the  outgoing 
class — to  be  balloted  for  at  the  annual 
meeting.  This  Nominating  Committee  may 
consist  of  three  (3)  Governors  and  two  (2) 
members  of  the  Club  at  large. 

House  Committee. 

The  House  Committee  must  meet  Monday 
of  each  week.  It  is  authorized  to  manage 
the  Club,  to  regulate  prices,  order  purchases, 


audit  accounts,  receive  and  redress  com¬ 
plaints,  employ  and  dismiss  all  employees, 
and  make  such  house  rules  as  it  may  deem 
to  the  best  interest  of  the  Club. 

Strangers. 

The  Secretary  may  issue  to  Ministers 
Plenipotentiary  and  Secretaries  of  Legation 
and  Military  and  Naval  Attaches  of  Foreign 
Powers  to  the  United  States  invitations  to 
the  privileges  of  the  Club  while  acting  in 
their  official  capacity.  Upon  the  consent  of 
the  House  Committee,  the  Secretary  may 
issue  to  strangers  of  distinction  invitations 
to  the  privileges  of  the  Club  for  such  periods 
as  the  House  Committee  may  determine,  not 
exceeding  six  months. 

Residents  in  or  within  fifty  miles  of  the 
city,  or  doing  business  within  those  limits, 
can  be  admitted  to  the  privileges  of  the  Club 
for  one  day  in  each  month,  but  a  member 
can  have  no  more  than  one  guest  at  a  time. 
Otherwise  strangers  can  only  be  admitted  to 
rooms  set  apart  for  that  purpose. 
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A  member  may  invite  to  the  privileges  of 
the  Club,  for  a  period  of  two  consecutive 
weeks,  a  guest  not  excluded  as  above,  but 
can  have  no  more  than  one  at  a  time.  No 
stranger  can  be  introduced  a  second  time 
unless  he  shall  have  been  absent  from  the 
city  two  months.  The  names  and  residences 
of  all  strangers  and  the  names  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  introducing  them  must  be  recorded,  and 
hosts  are  held  responsible  for  their  guests. 

A  two  weeks’  card  does  not  entitle  the 
holder  to  introduce  guests 

The  House  Committee  may  issue  or  revoke 
any  invitation. 

Restrictions. 

Smoking  is  not  permitted  in  the  Dining 
Rooms  or  Library. 

Servants  must  not  be  feed. 

Publications  belonging  to  the  Club  must 
not  be  taken  from  it,  nor  must  filed  news¬ 
papers  be  removed  from  the  room  to  which 
they  belong. 

Dining  Rooms. 

The  private  Dining  Rooms  will  be  let  to 


parties  of  not  less  than  four  (4)  persons,  at 
a  charge  of  two  dollars  ($2.00),  and  an  ad¬ 
ditional  charge  of  fifty  (50)  cents  per  plate 
for  any  number  exceeding  ,six  (6),  the  total 
charge  not  to  exceed  five  dollars  ($5.00). 

Meals  for  fewer  than  four  persons  cannot 
be  served  in  the  private  Dining  Rooms. 

No  person  who  is  not  a  member  of  the 
Club  can  give  a  dinner  in  the  private  Dining 
Rooms. 

When  the  Banquet  Hall  is  required  for  a 
party  of  twenty  (20)  or  more,  no  charge  will 
be  made  for  the  room. 

Government. 

In  no  case  when  a  resolution  has  been 
passed  at  a  meeting  of  the  Committee, 
affecting  the  relations  of  a  member  of  the 
Club  towards  the  Club,  shall  such  resolution 
be  received,  acted  upon  or  rescinded  at  a 
subsequent  meeting  without  notice  in  writing 
being  sent  by  the  Secretary  to  each  member 
of  the  Committee  at  least  ten  days  before  the 
meeting,  that  such  previous  action  will  be 
brought  up  for  review  or  consideration. 
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Kitchen  and  Cafe. 

The  Kitchen  and  Cafe  shall  be  kept  open 
as  the  House  Committee  may  direct. 

Hours. 

The  Club  House  shall  be  opened  at  7  a.m. 
from  May  1  to  November  1,  and  8  a.m.  from 
November  1  to  May  1. 

Indebtedness  to  the  Club. 

The  names  of  members  who  may  not 
have  paid  their  dues  by  the  first  day  of 
February  and  first  day  of  August  will  be 
posted  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  the  Club 
House. 

Every  member  will  sign  a  ticket  stating 
the  amount  due  by  him  to  the  Club  for 
games  and  supplies  furnished. 

All  payments  shall  be  made  to  the  cashier. 
Servants  are  not  allowed  to  receive  cash 
from  the  members  in  payment  of  supplies 
furnished. 

On  the  first  day  of  every  month — but  not 
later  than  the  third  day — a  notice  shall  be 
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sent  to  each  member  who  may  be  indebted 
to  the  Club  for  supplies  furnished,  and  if 
the  indebtedness  is  not  paid  by  the  tenth  of 
the  month  his  name  and  the  amount  due  by 
him  shall  be  posted  in  the  Club  House,  and 
a  notice  to  that  effect  sent  him,  with  a 
request  to  pay  the  amount  within  two  weeks 
after  the  date  thereof.  Upon  a  failure  to 
comply  with  such  request,  he  shall  not  receive 
any  further  supplies  until  the  indebtedness 
is  paid. 

Whenever  a  member’s  indebtedness  to  the 
Club  shall  reach  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dol¬ 
lars,  his  further  credit  and  supplies  shall  be 
stopped  until  the  entire  amount  shall  have 
been  paid.  Non-payment  of  the  same  will 
subject  the  member  to  the  penalties  of 
Article  VIII.,  Section  i. 

Complaints. 

All  complaints  of  any  deficiency  in  the 
service  of  the  Club  of  overcharges,  mis- 
charges,  mistakes  or  defects  must  be  made 
in  writing  to  the  House  Committee.
